Grand Pyrotechnic Display In Canada Thai 
Lasted The Team 

l, 'l'here are many curious phenomena 
over present at the natural-gas wells,” 
i said a member of a big natural-gas 
| company in Washington County, Penn- 
| syl vania, in giving to a Harrisburg 
correspondent some reminiscences of 
I the development of that great Indus* 

| try, “but I have no vet 1 seen any that 
MtHiok me a« being so peculiar as those 
; that were witnessed a few years ago 
at a well in the Canada oil field at Sar- 
| nia. The well was being drilled for oil, 
and at the depth of six hundred feet a 
great volume of gas was found. The 
I gas was accidentally set on fire as it 
rushed from the well. A fountain of 
fiame more than fifty feet high was 
the result That in itself was a won- 
derful phenomenon for that district 
then, and would be to-day, but the flow 
of burning gas hod still greater pe- 
culiarities, and such peculiarities as 
no gas well in Washington County ever 
had, common as great fountains of fire 
running from them are in the upper 
district One of these peculiarities of 
the Sarnia well was that every fifteen 
minutes, as regularly as n Clock 
Could mark the time, a stream of 
water three inches in diameter spouted 
from the depths and mingled with the 
burning gas. The force of the water 
carried the flames up more than one 
hundred feet and separated the mass 
in darting sprays and sparkling show- 
ers of fire. The water's chemical com- 
position was such that there were cer- 
tain inflammable qualities in it, and 
these would make brightly-colored 
lights to mingle with the dull yellow 
flame of the gas itself, creating a nat- 
ural pyrO technical display that 1 
never saw equaled in brilliant and 
startling effects by any artificial com- 
bination of explosives and combusti- 
bles. Streaks of bright yellow, globes 
of purple, and fantastic shapes in red, 
pink and blue leaped and danced and 
whirled about in that warring mass of 
fire in a manner most enchanting. The 
eruption of water lasted exactly three 
minutes, when the fiame of gas would 
resume its normal condition. While 
the water was mingling with the flame 
a strong smell of sulphur pervaded the 
air. 

“A strange thing connected with the 
burning well was the way in which 
birds of all kinds were attracted to it 
while the water was spouting. They 
would circle about the pillar of fire, 
uttering their different cries and acting 
as if they were frantic. Frequently 
the flames would catch some unfortu- 
nate bird in its flight and it would fall, 
dead oc dying, to the ground. This 
fire had such an effect on many kinds 
of birds that they would alight in the 
midst of a crowd of spectators and 
permit themselves to be caught by the 
score. The owner of the well tried 
every means then known to extinguish 
the burning gas, but all to no purpose. 
It burned without any evidence of weak- 
ening or that it ever intended to 
weaken, for over two years, when it 
went out one day as suddenly as it ap- 
peared. Another curious thing about 
this well was that when the gas took 
fire there were a number of oil wells 
on that tract, all yielding largely for 
that region. The destruction gradual* 
ly increased as the gas well continued 
to burn, and when it ceased burning 
not one of the wells was yielding a 
drop of oil, and none was ever found 
on that tract afterward, although on 
adjoining leases the drill tapped a lib- 
eral oil vein. — AT. F. Times.

tsltrsrr to Coro Ht on Ballot, it Is No# 

Stated That They Can Not Walk. 

There are marked points of differ- 
ence between the chimpanzee and gor- 
illa. The ears of a chimpanzee are 
* large, .link and stand out widely from 
tbe head, but those of the gorilla are 
| very small, black; and are pressed 
: against the sides of the head, like those 
bf man. 

The hands of the gorilla are unlike 
those of any other known monkey. 
The fingers, instead of being free as 
far as the palm of the hand, are united 
up to the first knuckle-joint, so that 
they can not be spread. The nails, in- 
stead of being long, convex and claw- 
like, as are those of the chimpanzee, 
are comparatively short and flat, not 
reaching to the ends of the fingers, 
and much resembling those of man. 

Contrary to former belief, it is now 
claimed that the gorilla enn not walk 
or even stand on its hind feet, os the 
weight of the body is borne entirely by 
the outside edges of the little toes. 
When adult the gorilla occasionally 
runs for a few yards upon Its hind feet, 
but is obliged to balance itself by hold* 
ing the hands over the head: 

That it should fight In the erect posi- 
tion. as stated by Du Chaillu. is phys- 
ically impossible; so with theodruni- 
ming on the breast, of which Du 
Chaillu makes so much. 

That the gorilla does make a drum- 
ming noise is true enough, but it pro- 
duces the sound by beating a hollow 
tree, and not by striking its breast. 
The natives are not afraid of it, say- 
ing; “Soko" — another of its names — 
“is a man, and nothing bad in him. " 
When attacked it mostly bites off the 
man's fingers and lete him gd. 

Like the orang-outang, it twists to- 
gether branches of trees, and rests 
upon. them. The natives laugh at it, 
because when rain falls heavily the 
gorilla never thinks of creeping under 
the platform which it has made, but 
sits in the rain with its hands on its 
head, allowing the water to stream 
from the hair of its elbows; for, like 
all the anthropoid apes, it has the 
long hair of the upper arm pointing 
downward from the shoulder to the 
elbow, while that of the lower arm 
points upward from the wrist. So 
when the ape sits with its hands on its 
head, the hair of the arm acts as a 
thatch, and shoots the rain off the 
body. 

According to Doctor Livingstone, 
the gorilla sometimes picks up a negro 
baby and carries it about The natives 
rescue it in rather an ingenious man- 
ner. They place a large bunch of 
bananas in the way of the gorilla, 
which seizes them with both hands 
and lets the baby drop. Had the baby 
been one of its own kind, it would 
have clung to its nurse. But being a 
human baby, it naturally falls, so that 
the rescuers can drive away the ani- 
mal and carry off their prize . — Golden 
Days. 



Vxtnble light-buff color, which indi- 
cates that it is -ct only all oak-tanned, 
hut that the leather has been thor- 
oughly washed by the currier to re- 
move all matter except the fiber. The 
light-buff color also indicates that 
only the best quality of greases havo 
been used; if the latter are of inferior 
quality they darken and impair the 
leather.” 

One of the troublesome questions 
which architects have never been abld 
to settle is the placing of permanent 
foundations under large buildings. The 
latest experiment tried in this city, ac- 
cording to the American Architect, Is to 
cover — before commencing the foot- 
ings — the entire area of the excava- 
tion of the building with a thick 
stratum of concrete, laid directly upon 
the top of the clay hard-pan. Tho 
depth of this course is nearly two feet, 
and its object is to strengthen the clay 
that the sentlement may be reduced 
to a minimum . — Chicago Sews.

DftIcp for Ventilation and 
Fire Alarm. 

A New York inventor, who has de- 
voted many years to electrical re- 
search, has just finished an invention 
which ere long may come into general 
household use. It consists of a neat 
box containing a peculiar thermometer 
and hygrometer, with electrical at- 
tachments. The purposes of the ap- 
paratus are many. If the temperature 
of the room goes above or below limits 
set by the occupants the expanding or 
contracting mercury in the thermom- 
eter establishes an electrical circuit 
which opens or closes a hot or cold-air 
register, and keeps it open or closed 
until tho desired temperature is re- 
stored. Beyond the ordinary limits 
are what are termed “danger limits.” 
The higher one is intended as a fire- 
detector, and Is so arranged os to riig 
an alarm bell or gong, and where there 
Is a tank provided to turn on a stream 
of water. The lower is intended for 
green-houses and conservatories, and 
likewise makes an alarm when- 
ever the temperature falls to a 
point low enough to endanger 
the plants. The hygrometric attach- 
ment acts in the same manner regard- 
ing humidity as the thermometric does 
respecting temperature 1 Is only prac- 
tical application, so far ns the inventor 
makes claim, is to give notice to a 
florist when the air in a conservatory 
becomes too dry, or to a refiner or other 
manufacturer the atmosphere of whose 
drying-room becomes too moist to be of 
any avail. 

The instrument is now in use in the 
vaults of some of our great breweries, 
where lager beer must be kept be- 
tween 40 and 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
and in the “cold storages" of the lead- 
ing sea-ports, where fish, poultry, 
game, eggs, fruits, fine vegetables and 
tobacco are “refrigerated" and pre- 
served for weeks and even months. It 
has also been utilized by metropolitan 
architects, who connect it with the 
furnaces and cold air flues of tho latest 
styles of palatial houses. YVhen 
it is nceessary. as In large breweries 
and cold storages, the circuit is so ar- 
ranged as to produce an alarm at the 
place where the trouble occurs, and 
also in a central office or superintend- 
ent’s room. The fire alarm can also be 
connected with the nearest fire and po- 
lice station. — S. Y. Letter. 



Aa Evil Bred of Habit and Apparently 
Thoughtless Imitation. 

Whoever has attended a place of 
worship must have hoticed that the 
storm of coughing which prevails 
therein, and the throat-clearing, which 
moves like a rabble of wrong notes 
before the church music, are not whol- 
ly natural phenomena. They are to a 
large extent avoidable evils, bred of 
habit and thoughtless imitation, and 
their very desirable reduction is there- 
fore by no means hopeless. Even 
where a basis of disease underlies tho 
explosion, a little self-eontroi could 
usually do something to lessen its force 
cr its frequency. Tho same is of course 
doubly true in the case of the merely 
habitual cougher. A variety of medic- 
inal aids might, moreover, be used in 
support of such voluutary efforts. 
There is. lastly, tho option of refrain- 
ing from tho use of the voico in wor- 
ship should every other means fail to 
assure that reasonable degree of quiet 
which is natural and decent in public 
worship. Remonstrance on the part 
of the officiating clergymen affords 
another possible remedy, and a 
preacher must indeed be often tempted 
to reprove this form of disturbance as 
much in the interest of his hearers as 
himself. Occasionally bis judicious 
interference might be useful. We can 
not doubt that it has from time to time 
been resorted to. It must bo remem- 
bered, however, that nowhere are tact 
and temper so needful as in the pulpit, 
and that, however easy of use this cor- 
rective may appear, it would be un- 
wise to establish any set method of 
restraint in a case where so much de- 
pends on personal discretion. A no- 
tice affixed at each enlrance-door 
would probably bettor answer the same 
purpose. In one respect, indeed, both 
clergymen and their lay assistance are 
open to some degree of blame ia the 
matter. The arrangements for heat 
ing and ventilation are defective in al- 
most every church. By seeking out 
and amending any evident errors in 
those respects the official members of 
a congregation would at least be doing 
what they could to abate the coughing 
nuisance . — London Lancet. 



A REPORTER’S WOES, 



National Liv-kuktri Who Are Always 

on the Lookout for the Destroyer. 

1 presume there nre twenty or thirty 
men in each house of Congress who 
are victims of their own imagination. 
Thoy are ready always to apply to 
themselves any ailment they hear of 
others suffering from and are constant- 
ly feeling their pulses to detect amy 
sign of weakness or variation. They 
are Always on tha lookout for the de- 
stroyer. There are six or eight men 
in the House who have their mouths 
and throats examined at least once a 
month by a specialist, under the im- 
pression that they are going to be 
afflicted with cancer. The keeper of 
the Capitol cigar stand tells me 
that the talk of excessive smoking 
causing this dread disease has injured 
his business materially. I was sitting 
in the cloak-room of the House talk- 
ing with several members about the 
Hot Springs of Arkansas. Speaking 
of the efficacy of the baths for various 
diseases, one of the members told of a 
colleaguo in the House who was near- 
ly dead from smoking too much, and 
had saved bis life by these baths. He 
■aid that the man was so tobacco- 
softkod that the water in which he had 
bathed w:i3 stained a light tobacco 
color. The other members laughed 
at the story; but three of them quietly j 
threw away their cigars. One West- 
ern member came back after his 
fall vacation suffering from a 
Colony of boils that had settled on his i 
neck and all over his body. He has j 
been standing the pain with Christian 
fortitude, out, unfortunately for him, 
one of the papers of his State published 
a paragraph about his condition. Since 
then he has been receiving numbers of 
letters every day from doctors inquir- 
ing after his health and asking ques- 
tions about his physical state that havo 
made him nervous. For instance, one 
of these doctors asked some very know- 
ing questions about his bladder and 
kidneys, and in that connection asked 
if he felt certain symptoms (which any 
one who has been afflicted with boils 
knows at once he must feel), and 
seemed to shake his head gravely and 
intimate that the Congressman had 
better look out for himself. He wise- 
ly gave no advice, but tha victim wrote 
promptly to know what he meant by 
his intimations, and in a state of alarm 
sought his aid. Nightmares of Bright's 
diseasd Have been annoying the Con- 
gressman since. 

The newspapers published a para- 
graph stating that it was believed that 
another member had cancer of the 
mouth. That gentleman has suffered 
the pangs bf anxiety and suspense ever 
since, though he has no better author- 
ity than this vague report for believing 
that he may be so afflicted. 

There are scores of others more or 
less nervous about their physical con- 
dition. The disease most commonly 
dreaded by our statesmen is that known 
as “overwork.” Many have insomnia 
from it: and the least intimation to one 
of them that he is suffering from that 
disease, drives him at once from his 
desk and incapacitates him for the 
next six weeks.

It seems rather paradoxical to speak 
of water as an excitant ol combustion, 
yet Mr. B re reton Baker showed the 
London Chemical Society in 1882 that 
carbon burns less freely In dried than 
in moist oxygen. Continuing his re- 
searches, the same investigator has 
found that selenium, tellurium, arsen- 
ic and antimony burn with equal readi- 
ness in dry and moist oxygen; but that 
the combustion of carbon, sulphur, 
boron, and both the red and yellow 
modifications of phosphorus, is great- 
ly modified by the amount ot moisture 
present. Some oxidation took place in 
all cases, but its extent varied with 
the degree of dryness of the substances, 
and no flameappeared when most of the 
moisture had boen excluded. Yellow 
phosphorus was obtained of such purity 
that it did not evon glow in dried oxy- 
gen, though the addition of water 
caused rapid combustion. — Arkansaw 
Traveler.

The official analysis of the Senate 
substitute for the Mills bill shows how 
the Republicans have aimed to decrease 
the revenue by raising the taxee. In 
the sugar schedule where $9 of every 
$10 paid in taxes are for revenue, the 
ad valorem tax has been reduced from 
76.91 to 40.37, and in chemical prod- 
ucts, wood and earthen-ware there 
has been a reduction not averaging 
over 2 per cent in the ad valorem 
rates. 

In all other schedules the ad valorem 
rates have been increased by making 
the tax specific. The following table

Not Democratic Crime. 

It is a singular fact that from the av- 
erage Northern stand-point lawlessness 
occurring in the West and Northwest 
is never attributed to party spirit or 
to party influence. Murders, lvnch- 
ings, mob law, terrorism aad every 
conceivable form of outlawry in the 
Western and Northwestern States and 
Territories are complacently set down 
as wild western isms, the natural out- 
growth of a new and semi-barbarous 
society, which excuses are always at 
hand for such manifestations of disor- 
der and crime. The country in which 
they occur is nearly always spoken of 
as “new” snd "tough.’’ Better things 
are looked for by and by, when society 
shall have been fully organized and 
law shall have been established in all 
its strength.

IB Bald M Use Csutnr. 

"What are we here for?" is a ques- 
tion no longer asked in Republic** 
circles. It is perfectly well under- 
stood that where two or three Repub- 
lican politicians are gathered together 
tbs object is to get office. 

It is quite true that the hunger for 
office is not wholly confined to any one 
party. Even among Democrats, who 
are, politically speaking, the salt ef 
the earth, there sometimes may be 
found men possessing a generous am- 
bition for the honors and emoluments 
of office. But it is among Republicans 
that the appetite has attained its high- 
est development To them it is the 
breath of life. 

By a curious miscarriage of our 
electoral system, tho Republican mi- 
nority in the United States have capt- 
ured the offices for the ensuing four 
year*. They are not satisfied with 
this unexpected and undeserved favor 
of fortune. Having secured the pat- 
ronage for ono Presidential term, they 
are resotved to hold it forever. To 
this end they have formed an elabo- 
rate and far-reaching conspiracy, the 
details of which are developing from 
day to day. 

The creation of new States out of 
such of the Territories as are consid- 
ered reliably Republican, and a refusal 
to admit those likely to be Democratic, 
is one Moment of the schema In this 
way the Republican majority in the 
House and the Senate will be increased, 
and the chances of controlling the 
Electoral College greatly augmented. 

But this is not enough to make Re- 
publican success at the polls a certain- 
ty. Four new Republican States 
would add, perhaps, twelve electoral 
votes to the Republican column. Last 
year, when King Boodle gave them 
New York and Indiana, they did not 
need these rotes. On the other hand, 
in 1864. when Cleveland obtained 219 
electoral votes to 182 for Blaine, 
twelve additional votes would have 
done the Republicans no good. Here 
is a contingency that has to be pro- 
vided for. 

To guard against any such untoward 
accident as Democratic success in 
Presidential or Congressional elec- 
tions, the plan is to take charge of 
the election machinery in the States. 
Give the President power to re-elect 
himself at will, or what comes to the 
same thing, to count himself in. Give 
him the right to con In*, through his ap- 
pointees, all elections for members of 
Congress. Subsidiary to this scheme is 
the proposition to subject the Southern 
States to some sort of discipline by 
which some of them may be forced to 
give Republican majorities. Precise- 
ly how this is to be done is not yet ap- 
parent, but no doubt a plan has been 
matured for the purpose, and will be 
developed when the opportune time ar- 
rivea 

Will this conspiracy be successful? 
Unquestionably there are elements of 
danger in it The Presidency was 
stolen once, and there is a possibility 
that the crime may be repeated. But the 
chanoo6 are altogether the other way. 
Efforts of this kind are pretty likely 
to come to naught 

In very close elections fraud and 
Conspiracy not infrequently may de- 
feat the people’s will. But when there 
comes a popular uprising, when the 
people awake to the danger of losing 
their sovereignty, the most elaborate 
plots count for nothing and the con- 
spirators come to grief. The Repub- 
lican plot to hold on to power is too 
elaborate, and is likely to work out its 
own destruction. — Louisville Courier- 
Jeurnal.

its historic principles is a nesessity of 
existence. Except as a National par- 
ty. it can not exist at atL It was only 
by resisting sectionalism and forcing 
the National issue of low taxutlon and 
econominal Government that its or- 
ganization survived the shock of a war 
in which it was the peace party and 
held together with increasing strength 
for twenty-four years, during which 
tho administration and patronage 
were in the hands of the War party, 
backed by the military power orgtifi* 
ized ai a sectional party, and operat- 
ing on a sectional basis. Following 
this National po’icy, the Democratic 
party has gained steadily on the popu- 
lar vote since 1861. The result of the 
advocacy of a low tariff for revenue is 
illustrated by the increased vote of the 
twenty years since 1868. The follow- 
ing table exhibits iti

These figures show that the Demo- 
cratic National vote has more than 
kept pace with the growth of the 
country. When, after the surrender 
of 1872 and tho nomination of a pro- 
tectionist, the party nominated a Dem- 
ocrat in 1876 on a ta-l!T-for*re venue- 
only platform, it elected him and 
polled more than a majority of the 
popular vote. With its "tariff -a-local- 
issue” candidate in 1880, the party 
gained only 157,000 votes ovor 1876; 
but in 1881 it gained 479,000 over 1880; 
and in 1888 623,151 over 1884. 

The Tilden vote of i876 on the tariff- 
reform issue gave the Democratic 
party its rightful place as the National 
party. When Hancock shirked the 
National issue the majority vote went 
to Garfield, but it came back to Cleve- 
land, who not only held it but in- 
creased it on the single National issue 
of tariff reform against war sectional- 
ism and war taxation. 

Take away this National issue and 
the sectional party may be as sectional 
as it pleases without losing control of 
the Government, provided it maintains 
a semblance of decency a.id curbs its 
propensity for wholesale plunder. If 
the Democratic party dared abandon 
the only important National issue in 
our politics, it would not have a fight- 
ing chance in a single one of the 
Northern States, and the Southern 
States would become Republican as 
soon as the Republican party would 
let them.- St. Louis Republic.

CLEVELAND S VIEWS. 



He Discusses His Administration and the 
Future of the Republic. 

A few days before retiring from the 
Presidency, Mr. Cleveland gave a long 
interview to a correspondent of the 
Herald. As a result of the interview 
the correspondent has sent the follow- 
ing to the Herald: 

! have bad a long talk with President Cleve- 
land this memos? It was really a talk, for 
Mr. Cleveland obj * 01 * :o a formal interview. 
Mr. Cleveland referred to the last four years, 
and then declared his hope that the Repub- 
lican party on Its access on to power would 
pursue no coarse that could in any way re- 
habilitate the sectional animosities which have 
been dying out. 

I was anx ous to know what he would say of 
the future prospects of the Republic. He 
aa:d: 

*'I am a Democrat, with all the word implies. 
I am, moreover, an inteuse Democrat, in that 
I believe that the true principles of the Demo- 
cratic party are essential to the highest 
well-being of th s country. During tho war the 
Republican party bed supreme and unques- 
tioned control of public pol cy. No one will 
question tnc serv.ee it rendered at that time, 
but the rank an J file of the army was composed 
large’y of Democrats. Toe Generals who won 
renown were also mary of them Democrats. 
While there were among the Republicans a 
small minority of hot-heads who found fault 
with the Lincoln Administration, and among 
the Democrats an equal number of foas Is whose 
tim.dity was a National m sfortun \ the great 
balk of tho reople from East to West, without 
respect to party affll muons, were sdtidly patri- 
otic and ready for any amount of sacrifice for 
the preservation of our institutions. It is folly 
to claim that the war was fought by either Re 
publicans or Democrats, as it was fought by 
the Amer.can citizens or the North. But It i* 
plain that under Rcpubl can Administrations 
there has been given a fresh impetus to monop- 
olies, t-usts and combines. Immense fortunes 
have been accumulated, unknown in tho days 
of our fathers. They are a peculiarity of post- 
bellum times, and the control which they arbi- 
trarily exercise over the coat of existence is a 
direct menace to the welfare of the working- 
men and of our farmers.'* 

On my su.'ge*i ng the raoe question in the 
South Mr. Cleveland aa d: 

‘The South has partly recovered from the 
effects of the war. and for twenty years 01 
more has been patting all its energies into 
the soil and into manufactures. It has 
risen from a condition approaching ruin 
to a degree of financial and practical en- 
ter pr.se which renders it in some indus- 
tries a sharp competitor with the North. 
The sudden and marvelous recovery of the 
Sonth in industrial interests is a fact in which 
the whole Nation may well take pride. And 
thla fee ling of pride would be universal if the 
professions so often made of complete recon- 
ciliation and a desire to join in a hearty, united 
effort to work out our destiny as a Nation were 
sincere. The new relations between the whites 
and the negroes at the South are gradually 
arranging themselves. It must, however, be 
a work of t me— and of a long time— before aa 
entirely satisfactory result can be reached.*’ 

When I suggested some quest on as to the 
1-fferences between the incoming and the out- 
going Administrations, Mr. Cleveland was 
quick with an answer. Ev.dently he is in no 
wise disturbed by the fortunes of political war- 
fare which have befallen him. 

•The people alone,*' he said, **have the right 
to rule the country, and their will is law.** 

Mr. Cleveland has no fear that the Demo- 
cratic policy or sn adjustment of tho tariff to 
the wanu and c reumstances of those of our 
people who work for their living, with a due 
regard to all other legitimate interosU and en- 
terprises, will not Ultimately commend itsell 
to the American people. 
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WHAT WE MUST DO. 

Some of the Sacred Duties of the Party in 
Opposition. 

There is no philosophy that can sweet- 
en a defeat, but there are many consid- 
erations which may mitigate its bitter- 
ness. It is well to make the most even 
of a losing cause, and to study its pos- 
sibilities for good. 

It is well to remember that the Dem- 
ocratic party was not driven from 
power on account of any offense 
against the public welfare, any overt 
act contrary to the best interests of 
the country. Sins of omission, in- 
deed, it had to answer for, but only 
on account of the disloyalty of a fac- 
tion that joined the Republicans to 
prevent wholesome legislation; but 
the power of that faction had been re- 
duced to a minimum, and a great 
measure of reform had been carried 
as far as Democratic votes could carry 
it before the day of defeat. The party, 
therefore, fell while doing its duty, 
and in the plurality of the popular 
vote which it secured car ied with it 
a vote of confidence from the country. 

The successful party has the power 
and the patronage, but it is a mistake 
to underestimate the influence »f the 
opposition. Indoed, as a rule, the 
party in opposition is much moie use- 
ful than the party in power. Partly 
from patriotic considerations, partly 
from motives of party policy, the op- 
position has for centuries been, the 
palladium of the people’s rights. It 
has been under the protection of mi- 
norities that the spirit of liberty has 
watched and waited for its oppor- 
tunity. 

Flushed with its victory, dubious as 
it was, the Republicans return to jiower 
with the inclination to inaugurate a 
saturnalia of agression and of rapac- 
ity. Between that and the barriers of 
the constitution, which they would over- 
leap, between them and the Treasury, 
which they would pillage, stands the 
Democratic minority in both houses of 
Congress, charged with the duty of pro- 
tecting the interests of the people to 
the full extent of their power. It will 
be theirs to scrutinize with the utmost 
care every measure proposed by the 
majority, to resist every vicious pro- 
posal, and to expose by free discussion, 
where free discussion is possible, every 
assault upon tho interests of the mas sen 
and every concession to monopoly 
and greed. As the advocates of the 
people, it is their duty to prepare a 
case for submission to the vote -s at 
the Congressional elections of 1894' and 
1892 and the Presidential election of 
the latter year. Freed by defeat from 
the importunities of office-seekers, 
they wiil have leisure to prepare for 
two great educational campaigns in 
the years named, and the Domocratio 
press, and the rank and file of the 
party as well, will heartily second their 
efforta — Louisville Courier-JournjJ. 
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BUDDHA IN GOTHAM. 

American Followers ot Confucius Who 
B«ll«v« In Transmigration. 

About fifteen years ago Wong Chin 
Foo, the Buddhist priest, came to this 
country from China on a strange mis- 
sion. 

He announced that as the Christian- 
ized world has been for many years 
sending missionaries to his country to 
teach his people their religion, he 
thought it no more than fair that they 
should respond by enlightening the 
people on this side of the world re- 
garding their faith. Whereupon he 
proceeded to expound the religion of 
Buddha, which he claimed was taught 
by Confucius many centuries before 
the era of what we call Christianity. 

Wong Chin Foo was a graceful 
speaker and managed to evolve some 
very clever arguments. He traveled 
from one end of the country to the oth- 
er, finally making his headquarters in 
New York. 

Meantime other exponents of the 
Buddhist faith have risen and clubs 
have been formed throughout the city 
of people who call themselves Th co- 
sophists. But the articles of their faith 
aad that taught by Confucius are al- 
most identical 

Their meetings are usually on week 
day evenings at some private dwelling, 
as they have no places especially sel 
apart for their classea 

A peculiarity of this belief is ‘ •ITn- 
pressions.” For instance, one of their 
clubs was in the habit of meeting al 
the home of a lady who lives in an old 
house on Thirty-fourth street and who 
always has a number of people In her 
family. A change was made to a new 
house on Seventy-ninth street 

The reason assigned was that the 
“impression” of all the people who had 
lived In that house and who were pres- 
ent there day by day made such confu- 
sion to the spiritual senses that very 
much of the profit of their meeting was 
lost. 

Some of them eschew flesh as an ar- 
ticle of diet 

Most of the Theosophists believe *ia 
the theory of reincarnation and many 
of them believe in transmigration. 
Those of the latter class hold that one 
of the punishments for sin is being 
condemned to pass a lifetime inhabit- 
ing the body of a lower order of ani- 
mal life. 

Some of them have a very comfort- 
able belief that the thingB we miss is 
this life will be made up to us in that 
which is to follow. 

Followers of the faith claim that s 
raoe of beings may be produced with 
such high spiritual sense, such freedom 
from all that is earthy, that the world 
and the people in it may be entirely 
cleansed from sin. 

It wiil be upon the principal of evo- 
lution, they say, a process which hsu 
been going on sinco the world began. 
And in proof of their theory they com- 
pare tho intelligent, highly cultivated 
men and women of to-day with the hu- 
man beings who existed in pro-historic 
times, who with prehensile jaw and 
ravenous instinct tore the raw flesh of 
animals, and had no other., senses save 
that of the coarsest animal desire. — N. 
Y. Morning Journal.

It 
is the kind of protection that it is pro- 
posed to maintain, even at the expense 
of an entire abolition of the internal 
taxes on liquors and tobacoo. Under 
this policy the only equality contem- 
plated Is that the poor shall pay as 
much in amount as the wealthy.

Congressman Mills, of tariff bill fame, 
says that be believes in the exposure of 
election fraud and corruption iu all 
its manifold phases until bribe-giving 
and bribe-taking shall become odious 
in the estimation of all decent men ot 
both parties, and until men who buy 
votes and men who sell them shall be ab- 
horred by every respectable citizen.
